In Bye-law 284(m) after the words ‘month of August’ the 
following words shall be added viz ; — - 

“and shall not be more than 5 lumps or 5 bags as 
(he case may be in case deliveries are effected in 
the month of November," 

For the existing bye-law 285(a) the following shall be subs- 
tituted. 

Bye-law 285(a) : 

“In respect of goods tendered against November 
and February deliveries of the Gur Hedge contracts, 
every lump tendered shall be without any moistur- 
ous spots on the Hessian Cloth or Gunny bags in 
which the same is packed.” 

In Bye-law 285, after the clause (c), the following clause (d) 
shall be added : — 

Bye-law 285(d) : 

“Wherever the words lumps occur, in these Uye 
laws, they shall be followed by the words "or bags 
tvs the case may be,"
